Mr. Heffernan argued that it was advisable 
that the President should be personally in 
charge of euch» business as belonged to a de- 
partment of external] affairs, and also that a 
saving of expense would ensure, as compared 
with the-expense of maintaining a department 
under a separate Minister. 

Mr. Baxter seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis said that there had never 
been an occasion on whieh any explanation 
had been given to the House (either in the 
days when it sat as a constituent assembly 
‘or since then), nor an occasion on witich a 
statement had been made respecting the 
external policy of the Free State, that it was 
not made by the President. There had been 
times when the Minister of External Affairs 
had answered in respect of expenditure and 
estimates of the department, but on main 
questions and policy it had been, and must 
inevitably be the case, that the President of 
the Executive Council should answer.

Bemeteves. In spite of the devoted work that 
had been done by. very able men, they could 
not say that the position as to technical

venience. 

Mr. Figgis having remarked that it was 
well known that the Ministry did not mean a 
Ministry of External Affairs, but a Ministry 
of Publicity, went on to say that a separate 


Department ‘of Publicity should cease to 
exist. 

The Speaker ruled that references to pub- 
licity were not in order on the amendment. 


MINISTER’S DEFENCE. 


The Minister for External Affairs (Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald) said that as the bill 
stood, there was nothing to prevent the de- 
artment from being 

here had to be a Department of External 
Affairs. Some people would like to get back 
to the status that was implied by the Home 
Rule Bill of 1914; but this country had now 
the power to initiate, to negotiate, to sign, 


with other nations. Almost within the first 
week of their new status questions arose which 
had to be decided. 

The reason why the department evas not 
placed under the President from the start was 
to be found in the circumstances of the time. 


Ministers were very much 
the internal affairs of e country, and 
it was necessary to have a Minister not 
so preoccupied to attend to external affairs. 
With regard to the big questions of policy 
there was such a thing as joint responsibility : 
all Ministers were equally responsible. 

He believed that the affairs of his depart- 
ment required the regular attention of its 
Minister more than those of any other depart- 
ment. 
and questions of policy were involved in 
matters that were in themselves trivial. He 
maintained that no saving was to be expected 
by making it a sub-department instead of a 
Ministry, and it woulf*cause a strange im- 
pression abroad, as if they thought they had 
no foreign affairs of any importance. Long 
before there was any economy “'seare ” he 
had realised that economy was necessary, and 
had brought his expenditure down. Publicity 
had been cut down to the very minimum. 

The cost of the whole Ministry was small 
compared with the cost of the London offices 
alon, of some of the Dominions. although, 
as Ireland was a mother country with the 
major part of her people abroad—we had, say, 

millions at home and about 25 millions 
abroad—it might be expected that her expen- 
diture on external business would be greater 
than that of other Dominions. :

Nations, but by means of the economies he 
had effected, he hoped that the estimate would 
pay their way in the League of Nations, and 
possibly leave a balance over. As regards the 
responsibility of the department for trade 
agents abroad, he pointed out that trade 
questions frequently involved policy: They 
consulted with the trade department and |sub- 
a to it any matters that affected trade 
only. ' : 


THE REASON. 


Major Bryan Cooper, referring to the 
Minister’s comparisons of expenditure with 
the cost of Dominion offices in London, 
pointed out that these offices were concerned 
with big immigration schemes. The head of 
the State should now definitely assume the 
direct responsibility for uataenal affairs. 

Mr. Gorey said that the President would 
not be overworked if he took charge of this 
department. 

r. Johnson said that the business of the 
Ministry of External Affairs must necessarily 
increase, and would require-a department, as 
laid down in the: bill. He thought the de- 
partment was so important that the President 
of the Council must be its head, and if he 
were it would add greatly to the prestige of 
the Ministry. . 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that, it 
was, quite a short time since the deputies had 
approved of the political heads of each de- 
ogres lt did not seem that some deputies 

ad given that approval the consideration 

should.

London in charge of ‘their 
affairs, and had reported to the p 

the Executive Council. The President, ‘‘ not 
being a bird, could not be in two places at 
one time’’—(laughter)—and the Minister for 
External Affairs was in London safeguarding 
the interests: of the country. He could not 
have fully represented those interests as other 
than Minister’ for External Affairs. If the 
President had to be away they should con- 
em the corresponding loss they would suffer 

re. ! 

Major Bryan Cooper said that he thought 
that all these things could be arranged. I 
would be as easy for the President as it Was 
for those Prime Ministers of the Dominions 
to attend the Conference. 

_Mr. Kevin O'Higgins said that Canada and 
Australia were not running a civil war at 
the time. 


HEAD OF ALL DEPARTMENTS. 


: Nr. Hewat said that he proposed to vote 

ainst the amendment if it went to a divi- 
soon. In the present stafe of the conntry 
ate was: no Ministry of more importance 
than the Ministry of External Affairs: The 
work had’ been so far largely initiatory. He 
would be sorry to see the department left in 
the hands of a subordinate. He rather ‘re- 
garded the President as head of al} dewart- 
mients. It was very right and proper thai in 
matters of importance they. should -have the 
President's views, especially on matters of 
external affairs, but he did not: think that in 
itself justified the abolition of the Min‘<try. 
Mr. O'Sullivan: (Kerry) said that the effect 
of the amendment was to tie the hands of the 
Executive Council, and it might work ont 
verv badly. 

President Cosgrave said that when consider. 
ing the question of asking members to teke a 
particular responsibility he had in mind the 
man's desire and his capabilities in that par- 
ticular post. He had no hesitation in saving 
that he thought that he had no particniar 
abilitv of any sort for externa] affairs, and he 


education was satisfactory. It had tended to 
give smatterings of certain subjects. Many 
students had attended classes, not to make 
themselves more efficient in the industries of 
their district, but to learn shorthand and 
typewriting, with a view to leaving the land.

_ RESEARCH. 


Mr. Johnson moved an amendment so as to 
exclude scientific and technical‘ research in 
relation to economic development from the 
control of the Department of Education. 

Professor Thrift said that he hoped the 
amendment would not be accepted. So far as 
technical research was concerned, it seemed 
to him more successful when conducted under 
the wgis of a university than that of the 
Government. History showed thát it, was not 
conducted by Governments, but in the 
laboratories of the universities and schools of 
higher education. It seemed to him that the 
section went further than the Government 
meant, and the universities were in danger of 


' losing their autonomy and being placéd on a 


i 


level with primary and secondary schoéls. He 
asked for the insertion of a safeguard against 
that in the later stages of the bill. 

The Attorney-General said that the univer- 
sities were protected by charters and were 
ot gene units. It was not.proposed by 
the bill to touch their autonomy or educational 
position. If there were any doubt about the 
matter, a small amend:gnt at the report 
stage would make it right. 

Mr.: Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the bill only dealt with education in so 
far as the State paid money fer and controlled 
education. The possible effect of the amend- 
ment would be that it would not be com- 
petent for the Minister of Education to make 
grants for scientific development. 

Mr. Johnson withdrew the amendment. 


FISHERIES, 


Mr. Figgis moved as an amendment that 
Sub-section 8, Section 1, which sets up the 
Department of Fisheries, be deleted. 

He said that if they had the money the 
department might be made one of the most 
important departments of the State, and might 
be raised to such importance as to justify the 
allocation to it of a separate Minister. Be- 
cause at the present time there was not the 
means to make it a live department, to put it 
in‘ a position to reorganise the national 
fisheries as they should be reorganised, to re- 
organise the markets—for that reason the de- 
@rtment should be allocated to separate 
Ministries. i 

The Attorney-General said that the time for 
making the case that there should not be a 
separate Ministry for Fisheries was when the 
Ministry was cieated. 

Mr. Figgis replied that they were told at

Mr. O’Connell opposed the amendment. be- 
cause he was strongly in favour of retaining 
the Department of Fisheries separate for the 
development. of an industry second only to 
that of agriculture in -importance, and for 
which nothing had. been w Si for the past 
twenty years or so.

That was 
the sort of muddle-headedness that the Deputy 
had been the victim of since the bill was 
introduced. The bill aimed at providing the 
machinery of government not for the present 
moment, but for thirty or forty or more years 
sech might have Ós be amended from 
ime to time, but now they were. idir 
the machinery for the tonsa It sa an core ge 
that in twó or three years an ambitious and 
costly .Ministry of Fisheries would -justify 
itself. The bill sim ly áet up the ‘machinery 
for doing that. If the amendment were 
earrted it would mean that when that time 
arrived a special Fisheries Act would have 
to be paserd before anything vould be done.

day.
